We did not hear the 
ages or sex of the other children, but understand 
there were three whose lives were attempted by the 
mother. After this shocking attempt to murder her 
offspring, Mrs. M. went to a chamber and hung her- 
self. When found she was entirely dead.

[Editorial Correspondence of the Louisville Journal.] 
Niagara Falls, Aug. 6, 1857. 
An unpleasant affair occurred at the International 
yesterday morning, hi regard to which, as I am on 
the spot, it is but simple justice to state the facts in 
the columns of the Journal. 

Mr. E. Crutchfield, a well-known and highly re- 
spectable citizen of Louisville, at present stopping 
with his family at the International, in crossing the 
ferry on the evening of Tuesday, the 4tn inst., found 
himself under the necessity of requesting a negro, 
who turned out to be a waiter at the Hotel, to take 
a position in the boat less offensive to the ladies of 
the party. Mr. C. did this civilly, but receiving an 
insolent reply, he caught the fellow unceremonious- 
ly and threw him to the quarter indicated, where he 
remained quietly during the trip of the boat. Ob 
yesterday (the following) morning, however, as Mr. 
C. was seated with his family at the breakfast table, 
the negro, hacked by a bristling array of fellow- 
servants, confronted him insultingly, and, before he 
could rise or utter more than a word, threw a tum- 
bler violently against the back of his head, and 
made a lunge at him with a knife, inflicting a slight 
wound on his ear. Mr. C. was instantly pinioned 
by a stalwart gentleman present, and the waiter 
promptly arrested, tried before the Justice's court, 
convicted, sentenced, and dismissed from the House. 
The affair, though exceedingly mortifying and un- 
pleasant to all concerned, especially to the amiable 
and excellent Proprietor of the International, was 
suppressed with a promptness that would have in- 
spired the envy of Louis Napoleon or King Bomba; 
and Mr. Osborne, the public may rest assured, if, 
indeel. it requires any assurance, never sat more 
firmly on his throne or in the confidence and favor of 
his guests, assembled in large numbers from all 
quarters of the South, than at this moment. His 
conduct in the matter has elicited general and very 
warm approval from Southern gentlemen here, and 
from none more emphatically than from Mr. Crutch- 
field himself, whose statement I subjoin. It is only 
proper to add that Mr. Crutchfield, in appearing be- 
fore the Justice's court, disclaimed all desire for a 
severe sentence against the offender, and when not 
withstanding a modeiately severe one was pronounc- 
ed, he nobly asked for its mitigation at the hands of 
the Justice. It is quite unnecessary to say to those 
who know Mr. C. that his bearing throughout th.'e 
annoying affair has been eminently that of a high- 
souled and chivalric gentleman. It has called forth 
universal admiration. The following is Mr. C.'s 
statement: 

In relation to the assault upon me by a negro ser- 
vant of the International on the 5th inst., I cheer- 
fully acquit the effcieut aud gentlemanly Proprietor, 
Mr." Osborne, of all culpable neglect or remissness 
whatever. I am persuaded that he did everything 
in his power to bring the offenaer promtly to justice, 
and that under his firm and watchful discipline, 
such instances of insolent insubordination can rarely 
or never again occur. They certainly are as little 
likely to occur at the International as at any Hotel 
with which I am acquainted in the North. 1 make 
this statement with sincere pleasure, not only out of 
respect for Mr. Osborne as a man, but from my high

From an editorial in the 
Commercial on the general character of the develop- 
ments thus far made, we extract the following: 

It is now more than ever probable that more as- 
tonishing developments of immorality and wicked- 
ness will be made, such as will startle and alarm 
this community more eVCfl than the repeated mur- 
ders, assassinations and robberies that are of daily 
record in the columns of the city press. We would 
fain hope that in the shock caused by the detection 
of Mrs. Cunningham in this unparalleled effrontery 
of wickedness, some of the mysteries thai have sur- 
rounded Dr. Burdell's murder may be thrown down 
^nd the perpetrators of it discovered. Indeed, it is 
understood that threats of further revelations have 
been u*ade by one or more persons whose names are 
just now prominently before the public. 

If such bt the case, it behooves the parties utter- 
ing such threat./ to make a clean breast of it. 

Some of our coCuporaries have commented upon 
the means by which tZ?is monstrous fraud hes been 
brought to light. By some the District Attorney 
and Dr. Uhl especially have t?en severely censured 
for permitting or promoting the culmination of this 
fraud. The District Attorney, it will have been 
perceived, takes the responsibility of Dr. UM'fl pro- 
ceedings, as in honor he was bound to do; and others 
whom Dr. Uhl consulted advised him to follow Mr. 
Hall's instructions. Some think the further prose- 
cution of the fraud should at the first have been pre- 
vented; others maintain that a more complete con- 
summation of it ought to have been permitted. 

The question thus raised is comparatively unim- 
portant, in view of all the circumstances of the case. 
As to Dr. Uhl, his personal feelings, it is right to 
assume, were held in abeyance to the counsel of the 
District Attorney, who without Dr. Uhl's co-opera- 
tion could do nothing. 

Under all the circumstances of the case, it seems 
to have been Mr. Hall's duty. And if it was, then 
the success that has crowned his endeavors merits 
praise much more than it does censure. No risk of 
injury to any one was involved in the experiment. 

Missouri Election.— The St. Louis Republican, 
Stewart paper, sums up the returns as far as rei 
ccived as follows:

The funeral of Beranger, the poet,has been in Paris 
the capital fact of the week. 

Representation had been made to the Government 
that unless immense precautions were taken there 
would be an insurrection at this funeral, and on this 
account the news of his death was concealed until 
the next morning; and then his funeral was an- 
nounced to take place that very day at 12 o'clock. 
At the same time the Government announced that 
the expenses of the funeral would be paid by the 
State; that the people would not be allowed to join 
in the procession, and that force enough would be on 
the ground to suppress any attempt at a disturb- 
ance. 

A notice of this character, os you may well ima- 
gine, was not calculated to conciliate the public feel- 
ingalready excited on the subject. 

The government made the most colossal prepara- 
tions to meet the emergency. To begin with, every 
man was at his post. The prefect of police was in 
his bureau, with his aids around him. *The Cabinet 
sat all day under the Minister of War, with all the 
ele«tric wires of the Ministry of Foreign Affairs un- 
ler his thumb. All the soldiers in the department 
of the Seine, not that day on active duty, were kept 
rejHJsing on their arms, ready to march by railway 
at a moment's warning. Ten generals, from fifteen 
to twenty thousaud soldiers of all ranks, and two 
thousand' policemen were detailed for active dntv in 
the neighborhood of the fureral. Atiout a hundred 
persons were invited to attend the fureral. These 
were me ml* i-3 of the government and of the Insti- 
tute, and comprised but few of the poet's personal 
or political friends. His real friends, the people, 
who had collected in an immense mass, variously 
estimated at from two to three hundred thouuoo, 
were kept aloof even from seeing the passage of the 
procession by the luyonots of the soldiers. 

All the approaches to Beranger's residence were 
guarded by soldiers, and, when the funeral cor.ege 
started, it was conducted through a private street, 
and thus, by avoiding the Boulevard, the usual 
route of funeral processions going to the cemetery of 
Pere la Chaise, avoided at the same time the ova- 
tions of the immense multitude assembled. It was 
not till some time afterward that the fact was known, 
and then it was curious to see the quietness with 
rftkk this insult to their understanding was re- 
eived. One did not know whieh to admire most, 
the impassability of the crowd under insult, or the 
contemptible littleness, or. as I afterward heard a 
Frenchman say, "the immense canaiilerie' ' of the 
government. I came to the conclusion, however, 
that both understood the other, and that sympathy 
for the one or imprecations for the other were alike 
gratuitous. The Emperor understands his people 
and they in turn understand him. 

The funeral procession was composed of fifteen or 
twentv mourning carriages furnished by the State 
stables, and surrounded bv a double file of soldiers 
in a sort of prolonged hollow square. In the nar- 
row and ol>sciire streets through which the cortege 
passed, it necessarily picked up a considerable 
crowd of the people at the end, bat this addition 
was got rid of on crossing the canal by withdraw- 
ing the bridge, which swings on hinges to allow 
boats to pass. Arrived at the cemetery, the body 
of Beranger was placed in the tomb of his intimate 
personal and political friend Manuel, who died be- 
fore him. It is here, however, ~ 
and the government, it is said, will buiKl a i 
icent monument to his memory. 

Beranger had but two relatives in Paris at the 
time of his death, both nephews; one a journeyman 
compositor, and the other an assistant leader of a 
military band. M. Thiers and several other prom- 
inent members of the Institute were present, but M. 
Lunar tine and the principal leaders of the republi- 
can party refused to attend the funeral under the 
terms imposed by the government. 

Another funeral of a different character took 
place since that of Beranger, at the Hotel des In- 
valides. This was the funeral of Jerome Napoleon 
Charles Bonaparte, Prince of Montfort, son of Prince 
Jerome Bonaparte, ex-Kint; of Westphalia, bv the 
Princess Catharine of Wurtemberif, the first child 
Iwa after the divorce from Miss Patterson of Balti- 
more and the marriage with the Wurtem berg Prin- 
cess. Jerome Napoleon Charles was born at Trieste 
in 1814; he was colonel in the 8th regiment of the 
line in the service of the King of Wurtemberg, his 
grandfather, and died in 1847; he .was the brother of 
the Prince Napoleon and the Princess Mathilde. 
The French Gevernment reclaimed his remains from 
the King of Wurtemberg, and from the place chosen 
for his interment, it would seem that the Hotel des 
Invalides has been finally decided upon by I»uis 
Napoleon as the future resting place of the Nonaparte

indicated, for that purpose. After witnessing the 
operation, it is impossible to doubt that the cementa- 
tion is perfect. 

This is the process that will be adopted when the 
wire is joined in the centre of the Atlantic, and be- 
ing so simple here, no fears may be entertained of its 
failing on ship board. The machine for obviating 
any strain that might occur upon the cable was in- 
vented by a very ingenious German mechanic. 
There is always>attached to the cable a testing ap- 
paratus, and the tinkling of tiny bells gives warn- 
ing of anything requiring attention. Prof. Morse 
and Dr. Whitenouse, the electrician, accompanied 
us from Cowes, and both seemed coniident of suc- 
cess. 

The precise course to be pursued as regards the 
paying out of the cable by the two vessels is not yet 
determined. Much, of course, must depend upon 
wind and weather, and provision will doubtless be 
made for all the contingencies which a wise foresight 
and the concurrence of the most experienced heads 
can anticipate. 

The Niagara has just finished taking on board her 
share, and will sale on Monday for Cork. The Aga- 
memnon, I hear, is almost ready; so by the first of 
August we will be ready to sail from Cork harbor 
upon this, the greatest expedition of the age. Now, 
as regards the manner of paying out, a system of 
grooved wheels are arranged, so that the cable pas- 
sing over and under these, the amount of friction 
necessary to its proper paying out is nicely regula- 
ted. As in some parts of the ocean the depth at 
which the rope is to be laid will be rather more than 
two miles and a half, there would be in pflocess of 
paying out, probably twice that extent of cable held 
in suspension, and as this weighs in water fourteen 
hundred weight to the mile, the necessity of adopt- 
ing due precaution against the cable running away 
too quickly will be evident, and the machinery for 
providing against this contingency is of the most 
powerful description. Arrangements have also l>een 
made in the event of any accident, and the cable has 
to be cut, to hour it with large bouys, and a small 
steam engine and machinery are provided to wind it 
in again. 

The batteries are of most extraodiuary power; the 
zinc plates employed weigh three tons, and with the 
boxes and the acid together weigh five tons. That a 
battery of great power is necessary is quite evident. 
The current has to pass through all that uncoiled on 
board the ships; then leaping overboard, skip over 
the mountains and through the valleys of old ocean's 
bed. The cable is 5-8ths of an inch in diumeter. 

Now I think I have given you all the particulars 
that would prove interesting to you at this time re- 
lating to the wire. 

The Silence of an Arctic Night. — The fol- 
lowing eloquent description of the silence of an Arctic 
night occurs in Dr. Hays's lecture on the Arctic 
Regions. We have, at least, upon one occasion, 
when eight or nine miles underground in the Mam- 
moth Cave, seemed to feel the darkness, but we 
never imagined that other negative attribute of na- 
ture—silence — could be so intense as to be heard. 
Yet the doctor's description makes this strange par- 
ody a reality. He sa3's: 

"The moonlight's of this period (winter) are the 
most grand and impressive of anything I have ever 
witnessed. The clearness of the air, the white surface 
of the snow and ice give an effect monotonous and 
cheerless t but truly grand. But there is a new ele- 
ment, which makes this midwinter moonlight seem 
almost terrible in its impressiveness — it is silence. 

"I have often, to escape from the trying monotony 
of ship-board life, gone off six or eight miles into 
the interior in search of novelty and in order that 1 
might be alone. There, seated upon a rock or snow- 
bank, I look around me, and see a great, uneven 
country; rocky hills and glaciers covered with snow; 
myriads of crystal gems sparkling in the light of 
the pale moon, which shoots its rays down through 
the crisp air, making it almost as light as day. I 
look seaward, and see a long plain of ice, melting 
into the horizon, dotted all over with huge, tower- 
ing bergs, nothing more. All nature is in the re- 
pose of death. I am too far from the shore to hear 
the crunching of the tables as they rise and fall 
lazily with the tide, or the roar like distant thunder 
as some hnge crack opens through the heavy iloes. 
There is no animal to cross my path, no tree among 
whose stifl' branches the wind can sigh and moan. 
There is no song of bird to enliven the scene — no 
wild l>east to howl. I stand there alone, the only 
representative of God's living^ world — the only being 
that has life or can move. Every sound that I hear, 
every motion that I see, is made by myself; I hear 
nothing but the pulsations of my owii heart, my 
own footsteps, or now and then, possibly, in the dis- 
tance, the deep rumbling of a falling snow-bank. 

"The sensation of utter loneliness

When blood has been shed, etern- 
al hatred, which outlives generations in families in 
which the deed occurred, is the result. A reconcili- 
ation, cemented by marriage, or the kind offices of a 
Peer — which means a holy man — does not change 
the never dying purpose of having revenge. To 
gratify this one all absorbing sentiment, the Beloche 
will track his victim with a quiet perseverance per- 
fectly amazing, and ultimately, either openly or by 
a snare, glut his savage soul by cutting the throat 
of the one he has ■been seeking, with a refined bar- 
barity incredibly cruel. 

When two Beloches of adverse tribes, inspired by 
family hatred, who never even saw each other, un- 
dertake to seek redress in their way, they have a 
marvelous instinct in linding the foe. They scent 
each other like pointers, but, in coming in sight for 
the first time, they regard each other with an appa- 
rent quiet demeanor and in silence for a moment^ 
but this calm is a death-warrant for one of the two. 
They have no pity. If unarmed, they will tear 
each other like tigers, or strangle each other with- 
out making the least cry. This is a peculiarity of 
the people of Seistan, a region traversed by Alex- 
ander the Great in his all-conquering progress to- 
wards India. 

These horrible members of the human family are 
splendidly developed, handsome, nervous, impul- 
sive, with an olive complexion, and an expression 
of ferocity. They pretend to be Mussulmans, but 
their religious notions are a mixture of Islamism, 
Christianity, and Idolatry. A certain something, 
called Peer Kisri, is next in authority to God. 
When they swear by him, then, and only then, can 
they be trusted. Mohammed is considered a proph- 
et. 

In their marches, they move with a rapidity quite 
unknown to other countries, as they will outwalk a 
horse, and instances are cited where a person has 
thus tired out three horses in succession. 

These dreadful men eat but little. They believe 
implicitly in auguries, so that the cry of a wild ani- 
mal, the sight of a serpent, a bird on the wing, a 
flight of birds, or a troop of wild asses which sep- 
arate two divisions is sulScient to stop thein short 
in the midst of a journey.

It was also reported that there was a difficulty in 
transmiting the electric current through the lialf- 
lenaths, and fears were entertained that when the 
halves were joined, no battery could be constructed 
t>f sufficient power to send the electricity through the 
whole length, but I have been informe'd by Profes- 
sor Morse that no such difficulty had been met or 
was anticipated. 

The scene presented at the manufactory was one 
of extreme interest. You first entered the room 
where the electric wires, seven in number, are re- 
ceived from the workers of the Gutta Percha Com- 
pany, coated with the protecting and insulating gutta 
percha. Here the casing, with the aid of the sew- 
ing machine, receives a covering of tarred yarn, 
after which it is accumulated on a Urge drum. 
Thence it is conveyed by the action of machinery to 
a number of bobbins which are fixed to a rotary ma- 
chine, called the closing machine, and being drawn 
upward it receives a final casing of iron wires, which, 
meeting in a narrow aperture, are twisted around it 
at the meeting point. There are five of these clos- 
ing machines constantly at work, day and night, and 
the whole complete about twenty miles per day. 
After this process the cable is passed through a tar 
tank, the heat of which is regulated by a thermom- 
eter, and being afterward cleaned by means of a 
brush, it is then formed into large coils preparatory 
to being shipped. The shore portions of the cable 
are larger in diameter and made stronger to guard 
against all accidents, but the Admiralty have co- 
operated with the company, and buoys are to be 
placed marking the line of the cable so that ships 
may not anchor near it. 

One of the most interesting features, which I have 
not seen before mentioned, is the joining of the wire 
which takes place about every thousand yards. 
Such is the effect of the process, that in case the 
cable is broken by a current or otherwise, one wire, 
-would remain uninjured, and the communication 
would not be interrupted. The metal would spring

Esq., and are built in the most substantial 
manner. The front building is four stories in 
height, fronting 120 feet on Main street, by 32 feet 
on Clay street, and its highest point is surmounted 
by an elegantly can ed gilt eagle. About one-fourth 
of the first floor is occupied by the engine and the 
blast cylinders, and the remainder, with the entire 
second story, as finishing rooms. The third and 
fourth stories, with the capacious cellar extending 
under the entire building, are used for storing fin- 
ished work. The hoisting apparatus is exceedingly 
convenient, and is worked by steam power. 

The moulding room, which is immediately back 
of the main building, is the feature of the establish- 
ment. It is one hundred and seventy-four feet 
in length by 90 in width, and 25 feet high. The 
roofing timbers are in one span, are self supporting, 
and leave an unobstructed floor of 15,360 square feet. 
The room is lighted and ventilated by windows on 
either aide and a sky-light 140 feet long, 16 feet 
wide, and 45 feet from the floor, the sliding sashes 
of which are opened and closed by means of pullies 
reaching to the ground. Attached to the moulding 
room is that which encloses the cupola, by which 
term the unitiated will understand the furnace for 
facing pig metal. This cupola has capacity for 
melting 25 tons of metal per day. Opening into 
this are the cleaning rooms. 80 by 1G feet. Here 
the castings are cleaned and weighed, previous to 
their removal to the finishing rooms. These rooms 
also contain the casting-cleaners, the blacking mills, 
grindstones, pumps, &c., all operated by the engine. 
Outside of the main building is the boiler-shed, 
2? by 44 feet, with stack ten feet in diameter at the 
base and 70 feet high. Separated from this by a 
large yard 100 by 204 feet, and used for the storage 
of pig metal, coal, coke, oven-flasks. &c, is the 
building used for marbleizing and enamelling 
grates, mantels, &c, as also the shop for making 
patterns and the blacksmith shop. The whole lot, 
which is enclosed by a substantial fence 14 feet 
high, covers a space equal to 51,000 square feet. 
The buildings are all covered with tin or iron, and 
are as near fire-proof as it was possible to make 
them. The engine was furnished by Messrs. Koach 
4 Long, and is a beautiful piece of machinery. The 
cost of the entire establishment, with the necessary 
fixtures, was something over $69,000.
